Tho resu'ts obtainable from the new Returns are held by tbe Customs and Excise authorities to approximate more closely to 
facts than the results which were obtained from Lite old Returns; and accordingly the new basis of calculation has been adopted in 
the present Parliamentary Paper on the j lint responsibility of the two Revenue Boards.
